GALVEstTon, Tex., November 23.—[Special.] 
Colonel J. B. Clarke has been in the city for 
some days, the representative of a syndicate of 
Chicago capitalists. The gentleman was hero 
on business, and asa result of his visit the 
Pan-American Transportation Company is the 
name of a corporation which will build and 
run a line of steamers between Galveston and 
the ports of South America. 

Galveston and Chicago capitalists will hold 
a controlling interest in the stock of the cor- 
poration which is $50,000,000. Capitalists from 
Kansas City, Topeka, Denver, Omaha and 
Des Moines will place considerable money in 
the corporation. The company, according to 
present indications, will have its. steamers 
at work early in 1891. The headquarters of 
the company will be in Galveston. 


CLAY OF KENTUCKY. 


The Farmers Want. Him for Their Gov- 
Split Fi 4 "net — ‘ 
Paris, Ky., November 23.—C. M. Clay, Jr., 
the president of the constitutional convention, 
has announced himself for governor, and, 
Bourbon, his home county, is ablaze with en- 
thusiasm. Mr. Clay is the largest farmer in 
Kentucky, having about 3,000 acres of Bour- 
bon land under cultivation. He isa graduaté 
of Yale, and one of the best posted men on 
current topics in the state. The Farmers’ 
Alliance will indorse him on account of his 
agricultural proclivities. The tobacco men 
will doubtless be wheeled into line, as Mr. 
Clav’s father-in-law, Hon. John D. Harris, 
presided over theis convention in Lexington a 
few days since. 

Bourbon county has not furnished a gov- 
ernor since the days of James Garrard, who 
served two terms under‘the old constitu- 
tion. Mr. John Young Brown, another candi- 
date, has been stumping the state until he has 
become a veritable chestnut. Besides, the be- 
lieversinthe Jeffersonian resolutions claim that 
John Young Brown is not provincial enough 
for the antiquated mossbacks of the ‘‘dark and 
bloody ground.” Mr. Clay has served in both 
branches of the state legislature. He was 
never defeated for an office, and has often 
boasted that he always assures himself of elec- 
tion before making his announcement. On his 
return from Frankfort Mr. Clay’s friends will 
give him an ovation, and endeavor to give 
fresh impetus to the ball.

: REASSURING REPORTS. 

Pierre, 8. D., November 23.—-Two Indian 
missionaries, of the Episcopal church, Ashley 
and Garrett, arrived at Pierro last night from 
Pine Ridge agency. They were warned by 
the Indians that it would not be safe to re- 
main there. They report many families leav- 
ing as fast as they can getaway. It is stated 
that there are not 700 Indians on the lands re- 
cently ceded to the government, and those 
who are in a position tospeak with authority, 
say there is no danger whatever. 

The Seventh Cavalry Ordered. 

Str. Louis, November 23.—Genera! Wesley 
Merritt, commander of the department of the

Con- 
siderable excitement exists throughout the 
country, and old-timérs acknowledge that the 
situation is serious. The route of the Indians 
seems to be between the Missouri river and 
the Northern Pacific railroad, which at this 
point are only thirty-five miles apart, 
NOT SO ASSURING. 

The latest reports from Pine Ridge are not 
SO assuring as those received last night. | It is 
admitted by the authorities at the agency that

Short Bull and Jack Redcloud, who have 
been leaders of the ghost dancing at Rasebud, 
deny any hostile intentions and say that the 
dancing has been stopped. The dancers are 
coming into the agency today in 
squads, preparing to draw their rations 
tomorrow. Much lond talk is heard, 
but the Indians mainly disclaim any hostile 
‘intentions. Their attitude, however, does not 


now is that many of the dancers will decline 
to come to the agency for _ rations 
tomorrow but will prefer to organize 
incursions into the country bordering on 
the reservation.

indian Agent Royer last night, by William D. 
McGaa, formerly an Indian scout, and now a 
wealthy ranchman, living inthe vicinity of 
Luffalo Gap. McGaa was traveling overland 
ou horseback, and alone. He enjoys a wide 
frendship among the Indians generally, and 
last night stayed at one ofthe lodges, about 
milway between this puint and Buffalo Gap. 
He had placed very little dependence in the 
reported scare, and therefore felt no fear 
in laying down and going to sleep in a tepee 
full of bronzed-faced Indians, notwithstand- 
ing he noticed that they were ail fully armed. A 
liitie curiosity, however, prompted him to 
feign sleep and keep his ears open during the 
early part of the night. The result was that 
he secured information as startling as it was 
vaiuabie, and that removes every vestige of 
doubt as to the bloodthirsty villany which had 
taken possession of the ghost dancers. After 
he had been in bed some little time, a couple 
of hours or more, one of the redskins bent 
over to discover whether he was asleep. To 
all appearances he was. Then he heard 
them get up and begin a whispering consulta- 


says there is no talk of any hostility againes 
the whites, but I asked him the question wh 
they were so well armed, and he replied: 
‘Oh, there is some game in the couptry yet, 
and it is the nature of the Indian to carry a 
gun anyway, if he = can.’ [ learned 
that White Gut, Sitting Bull’s 
messenger, stopped at the Poplar Creck 
agency for a few hours last week, on his way 
back to Dakota, after visiting the Indians in 
the Dominion of Canada. The agent did not 
seem to know this when I talked with him. 
White Gut reported that the Indians north of 
the line were richer and more prosperous than 
those who surrendered, finding a good deal of 
game, trapping and fur, and when they wished 
to work getting better wages than the Indians 
on the reservation. White Gut also said that 
the Indians with Sitting Bull were not better 
armed today than.atthe time of the Custer 
affair. He gave orders that if a hostile gun 
was fired at any time in Dakota or else- 
where, all Indians everywhere must rise and 
do what damage they could, and go and join 
Sitting Bull and Kicking Bear at Bear Butte, 
in the Black Hills region.”’

robber Jackson, of the Rube Burrows gang. 
The correspondent writes it in this way: 
While in Memphis Superintendent Agee, of 
the Southern Express Company, managed to 
geta full confession out of Jackson. Soon 
after Jackson was placed in the penitentiary 
here, Smith, his pal, who denied all knowledge 
of Jackson, heard of.it, and from his cell in 
the penitentiary wrote the three letters to his 
fathefin Alabama that were largely instru- 
mental in securing his conviction. The 
medium chosen for the delivery of the letters 
was a convict, who had served his term out. 
He promised Rube that he would faithfully 
deliver the letters and bring back his father’s 
answer. Rube wrote to his father, telling 
him that he could only hope to escape a life 
imprisonment by getting away from prison be- 
fore trial. He wrote that he had arranged all 
the details, and the only things he re 
quired were three pistols. 

_ What would have been the restit had the 
letters been delivered is only conjecture. One 
thing is certain, had Rube succeeded in getting 
the pistols he would have made it very lively 
at the penitentiary fora time. The convict, 
however, never got out of the prison walls 
with the letters. They were discovered by the 
penitentiary officials, and Rube was heavily 
ironed and placed in a dungeon where he fe- 
mained till his trial. The letters were read to 
the court during trial, and’ together with the 
other evidence, proved to the satisfaction of 
the jury that he was guilty. It was only out 3 
short time before bringing in a verdict of 
guilty, 

Agee has the full confession of Jackson, and 
all attempts to procure a copy have failed. It 
develops now that he is writing a history of 
the gang, based on this confession, which he 
intends soon publishing. A party here, how- 
ever, has seen the confession, and from him 
many of the hidden secrets of the gang are 
obtained. The confession is full and com- 
plete, going into details concerning the numer- 
ous train robberies, telling how they were 
planned and executed and the miraculous 
escapes of the gang. Jackson was one of 
the charter members, and really the 
brains of the gang. He had a fair 
education and was possesed ‘of more 
than average intelligence. When he gave 
the confession he was in that despondent 
condition often followed by measles, and was 
led to believe that members of the Burrows 
family had been induced to tell all they knew 
and his confession would make it lighter for 
him.. He solemnly stipniated that the con- 
fession was not to be used,in any manner as 
long as Burrows lived. ' 

The gang, as last organized, consisted of oply 
three persons—Burrows, Jackson and Smith. 
The robbery at Puck Hil!, in December, 1883, 
was committed by Burrows and Jackson ajone, 
they being the only members at that time. All 
accounts agreed that the robbery was by two 
men. On February 15th, 1889, at Old Fellow- 
ship Graveyard, Lamar county, Alabama, the 
reorganization took place, and Bube Smith, a 
cousin of Burrows, was admitted as a full 
vartner. By a strange fatality Burrows was 

uried exactly at this place in the cemetery. 

The Duck Hill robbery had stirred up the 
express officials to such an extent that the 
gang hadto lay quiet for several months. 
Otticers, stimulated by the large rewards of- 
fered for their capture, were hot after them. 
Burrows, in the meantime, however, found 
time to invest $2,000, obtained from the Duck 
Hill robbery, in a farm in Lamar county, Ala- 
baina, on which his family now lives. It is 
conclusive that the money paid for the farm 
was stolen from the express company, and it 
will at once institute proceedings for the re- 
covery of the land on these grounds. 

The first train robbery that Rube Smith en- 
gaged in was that at Buckatunna, in Septem- 
ber, 1889, and for which he was convicted. 
This was his first and last attempt in this line, 
as he was captured soon after its occurence, 

Jackson says his shotis the one that killed 
Chester A. Hughes in the Duck Hill robbery. 
Hughesand Conductor Wilkinson, the former 
with a Winchester and the latter with a 
pistol, were making it so hot for the two rob- 
bers that Jackson says that he was forced, in 
self-defense, to kill Hughes. He fired the 
fatal shot while burrows was getting the 
money in the car, Jackson says that was the 
closest shave the gang ever had during its 
career, and tifat at one time it looked like 
they were more than evenly matched, and 
would either be killed or captured. After the 
killing of Hughes, however, hostilities ended, 
and they finished the robbery without further 
troubie. . 

Jackson was told of the killing of Burrows, 
and when he heard it wept like a child. He 
says Burrows had an affection for his rifle bor- 
dering on idolatry, and it was to recover this, 
he was certain, and not the money, that he 
went to Carter’s room after his escape from his 

captors at the jail. This rifle was captured in 
Texas several years ago from some negro 
troops who were guarding some prisoness on a 
car that the gang went through. Jackson says 
this was the only oceasion when they robbed 
the passengers on acar. It was a Marlin.rifle, 
ore Burrows ever aiterwards carried it with 
im. 
Jackson, was what is termed a “high-heeled”’ 
robber, and the confession he had maile 
against his associates preyed constantly on 
his mind. He very reluctantiy gave the con- 
fession and, as he says. in a moment of weak- 
ness, ang under the impression that he and the 
gang had been betrayed by another. The ex- 
press officiais held inducements out to Jack- 
son, in securing the confession, that he did 
not believe they intended carrying out. 
The arrangement was that he was to 
plead guilty to the Buckatunna train robbery, 
testify against Rube Smith for the same 
crime and be sentenced to imprisonment for 
life. In the penitentiary- he learned from 
Smith that the confession held out to him as 
having been made by some of Burrows’s fam- 
ily was ail acanard; that no such confession 
had, in fact, been made. Then it was that he 
piainly saw through the game that had been 
successfully worked on him and the dupe made 
of him. He at once took 7 the idea that he 
was not being treated fairly, and that a man 
of his crimes could hope for little mercy from 
the courts. He then resolved that rather than 
appear against Smith in the role of informer he 
would end his life, and his desperate leap 
and ensuing death from the penitentiary stairs 
was the result. Jackson Knew that the con- 
fession after death would be worth nothing as 


it is not thought there is any more material in 
the family to make them out of, as it has all 
been exhausted. 


HE IS A FEEBLE OLD MAN, 


But He Has Enacted a Terrible Tragedy— 
Wants Morphine. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., November 23.—[Spe- 
cial.|—William Widdis, who murdered Con- 
stable Ross and his nephew, near Huntington 
Saturday, and Thursday night shot one of a 
mob that was attempting to lynch him, and is 
now in jail here, is a feeble old man, and ap- 
parently in the last stage of consumption.

A South Carolina Town in Danger from a 
Negro Mob. 


CotumsriA, 8S. C., November 23.—[{Specia).} 
Governor Richardson today received telegrams 
from Bishopville and Sumter, in Sumter 
county, stating in substance that there was a 
riot in the former town, that the white people 
were unable to protect themselves, and asking 
the aid of the militia. The statements were 
very brief, only saying that the riot was 
brought about by the negroes knocking down 
the guardhouse in Bishopville, and re easing 
two colored prisoners. The mayor of the 
town appe very much alarmed. 

The governor immediately ordered the Sum- 
ter Light Infantry, of Sumter, to report to the 
sheriff for duty. The sheriff of the county, not 
apprehending immediate trouble, went to 
Bishopville without the company. The fol- 
lowing telegram has just reached the governor 
from Captain Brand, of the Sumter Light In- 
fantry: 

‘Seven o’clock p. m.—I have‘just received a 
telegrain from Sheriff Carson, at Bishopville, 
saying for us to come at once. Will leave with 
my company on a special train at once.”’ 

This is all that is known here of the trouble. 
Sheriff Carson would not call out the militia

Throughout the five republics of old Gaute- 
mala the Indians look with suspicion “on the 
decisions of real full-fledged judges who sit in 
regular constituted courts, and prefer the 
ignorant but final settlement made by 
‘‘alcaldes” settled among themselves. These 
alcaldes may be likened to a muscular, self- 
appointed justice of the peace in the remote 
mountain districts of Tennessee, from whose:

poN THE HILLS OF THE HOLY 
. LAND. 


His Ninth Sermon, Inculcating Gospel Les- 
sons, from Scenes Impressed Upon 
Him During His Trip. 


oe 
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BROOKLYN, N. Y., November 23.—[Special.] 
The interest In the series of sermons in which 
age is describing his recent tour in 
palestine andinculcating gospel lessons sug- 

ted by his theme, increases from week to 
week Its subject was “Among the Holy 
Hills,” and the text, Luke Iv, 16. ‘He came 
go Nazareth, where he was brought up.’’ 
Following is the sermon: 

What a splendid sleep T.had last night in a 
Catholic convent, my first sleep within doors 
gince leaving Jernsalem, and all of us as 
kindly treated as though we had been the 

pe, and his college of cardinals passing that 
' Last evening the genial sisterhood of 
convent ordered 100 brigh-eyed Arab 
‘ehildren brought out to sing for me, and it 
was glorious! This morning I come out on 
‘ the conventand look upon the 


the sieps 0+ ( 
the most beautiful village of all Palestine, its 


houses of white limestone. Guess its name! 
Nazareth, historical Nazareth, one of the 
trinity of places that all Christian travelers 
wnust see or fee! that they have not seen Pales- 
tine, namely, Bethlehem, Jerusalem, Naz- 
areth. Babyhood, boyhood, manhood of Him 
for whom [I believe there are 50,000,000 people 
who would now, if it were required, march 
out and die whether under ax, or down in the 
floods or go straight through the fire. 

Grand old village is Nazareth, even putting 
aside its sacred associations. First of all, it is 
élean; and that can be said of few of the ori- 
antal villages. Its_ neighboring town of 
Nabious is the filthiest town I] ever saw, 
although its chief industry is the manufacture 
of soap. They export all of it. Nazareth ~ 
perhaps unusually ciean the morning I spea 

to the village the after- 
noon before, the showers which had put our 
mackintoshes to the test had pourec floods 
through all the alleys under commanc 
of the clouds, — those thorough _ strect 
commissioners. Besides that, - Nazareth 
hag been the scene of battles passing 
it from the Israelite to. Mohammedan 
and from Mohammedan to Christian, the most 
wonderful of the battles being that In which 
75.000 Turks were beaten by 2,100 French, 
Napoleon Bonaparte commanding, that great- 
ast of Frenchmen walking these very streets 
through which Jesus walked for nearly thirty 
years, the morals of the two, the anti- 
podes, the snows of Russia and the plagues 
of Egypt appropriately following the one, 
the duxologies of earth and the hallelujahs 
of heaven appropriately following the other. 
And thén this town is so beautifully situated 
in a great green bow], the sides of the bowl, 
the surrounding fifteen hills. The God of 
nature, who is the God of the Bible, evidently 
scooped out this valley for privacy and se@p- 
gration from all the world during three most 
important decades, the thirty years of Christ’s 
boyhood and youth, for of the thirty-three 
years of Christ’s stay on earth, he spent 
thirty of them in this town getting ready—a 
startling rebuke to those who have no patience 
with the ‘ong years of preparation necessary 
when thev enter on any specia! mission for the 
church or the world. The trouble is with 
most young men that they want to launch 
their ship from the dry dock before it is ready, 
and hence se many sink in the tirst cyclone. 
Stay in the store as a subordinate until vou are 
thoroughly equipped. Boa good employe in 
your trace until you are qualified to be an em- 
plover. Becontent with Nazareth until you 
are ready for the buffetings of Jerusalem. 
You may get so gloriously equipped in thirty 
years that you can do more in three years than 
most men can accomplish ina prolonged life- 
time. These little suggestions [ am apt to 
put into my sermon, hoping to help people for 
this world, while Iam chiefly anxious to have 
thein prepare forthe next world. — 

AJL Christ's boyhood was spent in this vil- 
lage and its surroundings. There is the very 

-e'| called ““The Fountain of the Virgin,”’ to 
which by his mother’s side he trotted along 
holding her hand. No doubt about it; it isthe 
ouly well in the village, and it has been the 
oniy wel! for 3,000 years. This morning we 
visit it, and the mothers have their children 
with them now as then. The work of drawing 
water in all agesin those countries has been 
women’s work. Scores of them are waiting for 
their turn at it, three great and everlasting 
springs rolling out into that well their barrels,° 
their hogsheads of water in floods gloriously 
abundant. The well is surrounded by olive 
groves and wide spaces in which pcople talk 
and children, wearing charms on their heads 
as protection against the ‘‘evil eye.”’ are play- 
ing, and women with their strings of coin on 
either side of their face, and in skirts of blue, 
and scarlet, and white, and green, move on 
with water jars on their heads. Mary, I sup- 
pose, alinost always took Jesus, the boy, with 
her, for she had no one she could leave Him 
with, being in humble circumstances and 
having no attendants. I do not believe there 
was one of the surrounding fifteen hills that 
the boy Christ did not range from bottom to 
top, or one cavern in their sides he did not ex- 
plore, nor one species of bird flying aqross the 
tops that He could not call by name, or one of 
all the species of fauna browsing on those 
steeps that He had not recognized. 

You see it ail through His sermons. Ifa 
man becomes a public speaker, in his orations 
or discourses you discover his early where- 
abouts. Whata boy sees between seven and 
seventeen, always sticks to him. When the 
Apostie Peter preaches, you see the fishing 
nets with which he had from his earliest dhys 
been familiar, And when Amos delivers his 


way. 
the 


. prophecy you hear in it the bleating of the 


herds which he had in boyhood attended. 
And in our Lord’s sermons and conversations 
you see all the phases of village life, and the 
mounta. nous life surrounding it. They raised 
their own chickens in Nazareth, and in after 
time He cries: ““O Jerusalem! Jerusalem! 
how often would I have gathered thee asa hen 
gathereth her chickens under her wings!’’ He 
had seen his mother open the family wardrobe 
at the close of summer and the moth millers 
flying: out, having destroyed the gar- 
ments, and in after years He says: 
“Lay not up for yourselves treasures on 
earti: where moth dath corrupt.’’ In child- 
hood He had seen a nile of flowers, white as 
the snow, or red as the flame, or blue as the 
Sea, Or green as the tree-tops, and no wonder 
in His manhood sermon He said, ‘Consider 
the lilies.’ While one day on a high point 
where now stands the tomb of Neby Ismail, 
He had seen winging past Him so near as to 
almost flurry His hair, the partridge and the 
hoopoe, and the thrush, and the osprey, and 


the crane, and the raven, and no wonder af- 


terward in His manhood sermon He said, 
“Behold the fowls of the air.”” In Nazareth 
and on the road toit there are a great many 
camels. I see them nowin memory making 


their slow way up the zig-zag road from 


the plain of Esdraelon to Nazareth. Fa- 
milar was Christ with their appearance, also 
With that small ingect the gnat which He had 
seen his mother strain out from a cup of 
Water or pail of milk, and no wonder He 
brings afterward tne Jarge quadruped, and the 
smail insect inte His sermon and, while seeing 
the Pharisees careful about small sins, and 
reckless about laege ones, cries. out: ‘*Woe 
unto you blind guides which strain out a gnat 
and swallow a camel.” 

He had in boyhood seen the shepherds get 
their viocks mixed up, apd to one not familiar 
With the habits of shepherds and their fiocks, 

lessly mixed up. And a sheep-stealer ap- 
Pears on the scene and dishonestiy demanus 
some of those sheep, when he owns not one of 
them. “Well,” say the too honest shepherds, 
“we will soon settle this matter,’’ and one 
Shepherd goes out in one direction and the 


‘ Other shepherd goes out in the other direction, 


and the sheep-stealer in another direction, and 
each one calls, and the flecks of each o1: tho 
bonest shepherds rush to their owner, while 
the sheep-stealer calls, and calls again, but 
xets not one of. the flock. No wonder that 
Christ years after, preaching on a great oc- 
Casion and illustrating his own shepherd 
quailities, says: “When He putteth 
forth His own sheep He goeth before 
them, and the sheep follow Him for they know 
His voice, and the stranger they will not fol- 
Jow for they know not the voice of the 

r.” The sides of these hills are ter- 
Taced for grapes. The boy Christ had often 
Stood with 
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says tothe farmer, “What do you do that 
for?” “Oh,” says thé farmer, “that is a dead 
branch and it is doing nothing and is only-in 
the way, sol cut it off.” en the farmer 
with his sharp knife prunes from a living 
branch this and that tendril and the other 
tendril. “‘But,’’ says the child Christ, “these 
twigs that you cut off now are not dead; what 
do you do that for?” “Oh,” says the farmer, 
‘we prune off these that the main branch may 


have more of the sap and so be more fruitful.”’ i 
No wonder in after years Christ said <in His: 
My _Fathet | 


sermon: ‘I am the true vine and 
is the husbandman ; every branch in Me that 
beareth not fruic He taketh away, and every 


branch that beareth fruit He purgeth it, that” 


it may bring forth more fruit.” 
one who had not been a 
have said that. 

Streaks of nature all through Christ’s ser- 
mons.and conversations! When a pigeon de- 
scended upon Christ’s head at His baptism in 
the Jordan it was not the first pigeon He had 
seen. And then He has such wide sweep of 
discourse as you may imagine from one who 
has stood on the hills that overlook Nazareth. 
As far as *I understand, Christ visited the

country boy would 


Mediterranean sea only once, but any clear. 


morning He could run up on a hill near Naza- 
reth and look off tothe west and see the Med- 
iterranean, while there in the north is snowy 
Mount Lebanon, claa asin a white robe of as- 
cension, and yonder on the east and southeast 
Mount Gilboa, Mount Tabor and Monnt Gil- 
ead, and yonder in the south is the Plain of 
Esdraelon over which we rode yesterday on 
our way to Nazareth. Those mountains of 
His boyhood in His memory, do you wonder 
that Christ when He wanted a. good pulpit, 
made it out of a mountain—‘‘seeing the muiti- 
tudes He went up into the mountain.” And 
when He wanted especial communion with 
God, He took James and John and Peter into 
“a mountain apart.”’ 

Oh, this country boy of Nazareth, come forth 
to atone for the sins of the world, and to cor- 
rect the follies of the world and to stamp out 
the crueities of the world and to illumine the 
darkness of the world and to transfigure the 
hemispheres! So it has been the mission of 
the country boys in ali ages to transform and 
inspire and rescue. They come into our mer- 
chandise and our courtrooms and our healing 
artand our stucios and our theology. They lived 
in Nazareth before they entered Jerusalem. 
And but for that annua! influx our cities would 
have enervated and sickened and slain the 
race. Late hours and hurtful apparel aid over- 
taxed digestive organs and crowdingjenviron- 
ments of city life, would have halted the world, 
but the valleys and mountains of Nazareth have 
given fresh supply of heaith and moral invigora- 
tion to Jerusalem, and the country saves the 
town. From the hills of New Hampshire and 
the hills of Virginia and the hills of Georgia 
come into our national eloquence the Websters 
andthe Claysand the Henry W. Gradys. 
From the plain homes of the Massachusetts 
and Maryland come into our national charities 
the George Peabodys and the William Cor- 
coraus. From the cabins of the lonely 
country regions come into our national des- 
tinies the Andrew Jacksons and the Abraham 
Lincoins. From  plowboy’s furrow and 
village counter and biacksmith's forge come 
most of our city giants. Nearty§ all the 
Messiahs in all departments dweitin Nazareth 
before they came to Jerusalem. I send this 
day thanks from these cities, mostly made 
prosperous by country boys, to the farmhouse 
and the prairies and the mountain cabins, and 
the obscure homesteads of north and south 
anid east and west, to the fathers and mothers 
in plain homespun if they be still alive or the 
hillocks under which they sieep the long sleep, 
thanks from Jerusalem to Nazareth. 

But alas that the city should so often treat 
the country boys as of old the one from Naza- 
reth was treated at Jerusalem! Slain not by 
hammers and spikes, but by instruments just 
as cruel, On every street of every city the 
crucifixion goes on. Every year shows its ten 
thousand of the slain. Oh, how we grind 
themup! Under what wheels, in what mills 
and for what an awfnl grist! Let the city 
take better care of these boys and young men 
arriving froin the country. They are worth 
saving. They are now only the preface of 
what they will be if, instead of sacrificing, you 
helpthem. Boys as grand as the one who 
with his elder brother climbed into a church 
tower, and, not knowing their danger, went 
outside on some timbers when one those 
timbers broke and the boys fell and the older 
boy caught on a beam. and the younger 
clutched the foot of thecider: the older could 
not ¢limb up with the younger hanging to 
his feet, so the younger said: ‘Jojin, 
I am going to let go; you ean climb 
out into safety but you can’t climb up 
with me holding fast; Iam going to let go; 
kiss mother for me and tel! her not to fee) 
badly; good-bye!”’ and he let ge» and was so 
hard dashed upon the ground he was not rec- 
ognizable. Plenty of such brave boys coming 
up from Nazareth! Let Jerusalem be carefu! 
how it treatsthem! A gentleman long ago 
entered a schoolin Germany and he bowed 
very low before the boys and the teacher said: 
“Why do you do that?” “Oh,” said the 
visitor, “I do not know what mighty man may 
yet be developed among them.”” At that in- 
stant the eyes of one of the boys flashed fire. 
Who wasit? Martin Luther. A lad on his 
way to school passed a door-step on which sat 
alameand invalid child. The passing boy 
said tohim: ‘‘Why don’t you go to school ?” 
“Oh, Lam lame and I can’t waik to school!’’ 
‘‘Get on my back,’’ said the well boy, “and J 
will carry you toschool.”” And sohe did that 
day and for many days until the invalid was 
fairly started on the road to an education. 
Who was the well boy that did that kindness? 
I don’t know. Who was the invalid he 
carried? It was Kobert Hall, the rapt pulpit 
orator vf all Christendom. Better give to the 
boys who come up from Nazareth to Jerusalem 
a crown instead of a cross. 

On this December morning in Palestine on 
our way out from Nazareth we saw just such a 
carpenter’s shop as Jesus worked in, support- 
ing his widowed mother, after he was old 
enough to doso. I looked in, and there were 
hammer, and saw, and plane, and auger, and 
vice, and measuring-rule, and chisel, and 
drill, and adze, and wrench,and bit, and all 
the tools of carpentry. Think of it! He who 
smoothed the surface of the earth shoving a 
plane. He who cleft the mountains by earth- 
quake, pounding a chisel. He who opened the 
mauunoth. caves, of the earth, turning an 
auger. He who wields the thunderbolt, strik- 
ing ahammer. He who scooped out the bed 
for the ocean, hollowing a ladie. He who 
tlashes the morning on the earth. and makes 
the midnight heavens quiver with aurora, con- 
structing awindow. I cannot understand it, 
but I lieve it. A sceptic said to an old 
clergyman, ‘‘I will not believe anything I can- 
not explain.” ‘Indeed!’ said the clergymen, 
“You will not believe anything you cannot 
expiain. Please to expiain to me why 
some cows have horns, and others have no 
horns.’’ ‘‘No!”’ said the sceptic, 
mean exactly that. I mean that I will not be- 
lieve anything I have not seen!” “Indeed,” 
said the clergyman, ‘‘You will not believe any- 
thing you have not seen. Have you a back- 
bone?’’ ‘‘Yes,” said the sceptic. ‘““How do 
you know?” said the clergyman.

clinging to the outside rim of the universe. 

In about two hours we pass through Cana, 
the village of Palestine, where the mother of 
Christ and our Lord attended the wedding of 
a poor relative, having come over from 
Nazareth for that purpose.

Christianized lands 
have got hold of some kind of beverage that 
Christ did not make. 

Oh, Lam glad that Jesus was present at 
that weddmg, and last December, standing at 
Cana, that wedding came back. Night had 
fallen on the village and its surroundings. 
The bridegroom had put on his head a bright 
turban, and a garland of fiowers, and his yar- 
ments had been made fragrant with frankin- 
cense and camphor, an odor which the 
Oriental especially likes. Accompanied by 
groomsmen, and preceded by a band of musi- 
cians with flutes, and drums,and horns, and‘ by 
torciies in full blaze, he starts for the bride’s 
home.

The bride is in white’ robes, and her veil not 
only covers her face bat envelopes her body. 
Her trousseau is as elaborate as the resources 
of her father’s house permit. Her attendants 
are decked with ail the ornaments they own 
or can borrow; but their own personal charms 
make tame the jewels, for those ‘oriental 
women eclipse in attractiveness all others ex- 
cept those of our own land. The 
rose is in their cheek, and the 
mond in the luster of their 
and the blackness of the night in 
their jong locks, and ‘in’ their step i 
the gracefulness of the morning. At 
the first sight of the torches of the bride- 
vroom and his-‘attendants coming over the 
hill the cry rings through the home of the 
bride: “They arein sight! Get ready! Be- 
hold the bridegroom cometh! Go ye out to 
meet him.’’ As the two processions approach 
each other the timbrels strike and the songs 
commingle, and then the two processions be- 
come one, and march towards the bridegroom’s 
house, and meeta third procession which is 
made up of the friends of both bride and 
bridegroom. Then all enter the house, and 
the dance begins, and the doorisshut. And 
ali this Christ uses to illustrate the joy with 
which the ransomed of earth shat] meet Him 
when He comes garlanded with clouds and 
robed in the mormng and trumpeted by the 
thunders of the last day. Look! There He 
comes down off the hills of heaven, the 
Bridegroom! And let us start out to hail 
Him, for I hear the voices of the judgment 
day sounding, “‘Behold the Bridegroom com- 
eth! Go ye out to meét Him!” And the dis- 
appointment of those who have declined the 
invitation to the gospel wedding is presented 
under the figure of a door heavily 
closed. You hear it slam. Toolate! The 
door is shut. 

But we must hasten on, forIdo not mean 
to closemy eyes tonight till Isee from a 
mountain top Lake Galilee, on whose banks, 
next Sabbath, we will worship, and on whase 
waters the following morning we will take: 
sail. Onand up wego in the severest climb 
of all Palestine, the ascent ofthe Mount of 
Beatitudes, on the top of wiliith Christ 
preached that famous sermon on the blesseds— 
blessed this and blessed that..

There are rocks 
around ine on this Mount of Beatitudes, 
enough to build the highest pulpit the world 
ever saw. <Aye,it is the highest pulpit. It 
overlooks all time and all eternity. The valley 
of Hattin between here and Lake Galilee is 
an amphitheatre, as though the natural con- 
tour of the earth had invited all nations to 
come and sit down, and hear Christ preach a 
sermon, in which there were more startling 
novelties than were ever announcedin all the 
sermons that were ever preached. To those 
who heard Him on this very spot, His word 
must have seemed the contradiction of every- 
thing that thoy had ever heard or 
read or experienced. Tho world’s theory 
had been: Slessed are the = arrogant; 
blessed are the supercilious; blessed are the 
fearless; blessed are they that have everything 
their own way; blessed are the war eagles; 
blessed are the persecutors; blessed are the 
popular; blessed are the Herods, and the Ca- 
sars and the Ahabs. ‘‘No! no! no!” says

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Bishop Beckwith’s Death. 

The death of Bishop John W. Beckwith, 
yesterday morning, after @ painful illness, 
sent a wave of sorrow into every circle and 
every household where he was known. 

Hie was a great man, and a good man. 
His piety, profound learning 4nd brilliant 
natural gifts, made him loved and honored 
throughout this broad land, and on the other 


side of the sea. 
Bishop Beckwith was one of the strongest 


men inthe Episcopal church. He was a 
ripe scholar, and as an orator he had few 


equals. 
derful. His eyes revealed something of a 
great soul. The tones of his voice cast a 
spell over vast congregations. Every word 
that he uttered bore the impress of a wise 
head and a noble heart. His very presence 
inspired hope and confidence. Some years 
ago, when he was in the prime of life, his 
goice was matchless, as sonorous and musi- 
cal as the notes of a grand organ. The words 
that fell from his lips lingered in the ears of 
his hearers, and were invested with a deep 
significance that was not dreamed of before. 
The bishop was in touch with all the bet- 
ter elements of mankind. He knew the 
power of heart-work, and gave his energies 
and sympathies without stint to the cause of 
his Master. 

Little children and the poor wept when 
they heard of the death of this good man. 
He was theirfriend. He instinctively loved 
the helpless, the grief-stricken and the suf- 
fering. 

Words of comfort for the bereaved seem 
cold and unsatisfactory now. But whata 
splendid record this man left behind him! 
—his works of love and charity—his golden 
words of précious truth—his work for the 
church and for man—his influence and ex- 
ample—all* these remain to gladden the 
world and make it better! 

For such men there is no death. The life 
sternal is theirs, and their work goes on,

Our Chicago exchanges are jubilant over 
the recent incorporation, at Springfield, of 
an ronauticdl Navigation Company. The 
Chigago Journal declares that it ‘tis one of 
many indications that Chicago has taken 
full possession of the earth.”’ 

It is positively asserted that this company 
is in possession of flying machines which 
will transport passengers and freight, and 
that at last the dream of the poet and ro- 
mancist will be realized. 

The incorporators of this company appear 
tobe inearnest, for it is stated that the 
capital stock of $20,000,000 has been fully 
subscribed, and they announce that they are 
ready for business, 

It is in accordance with the eterna! fitness 
of things, says The Chicago Journal, that 
citizens who have taken charge of the 
world’s fair should have been those se- 
lected by nature for the control of the ele- 
ments; but we venture to suggest that if 
this AZrial Navigation Company is not more 
active and enterprising than the managers 
of the world’s fair, it wili be long before 
cable cars, elevated roads and electric lo- 
comotives become ‘‘as antiquated as the 
pack-saddle.”’ 

We commend the enterprise of this Chi- 
cago company, but the people are as doubt- 
ful of i success as they are of the world’s 
fairin f893. But this lack of confidence 
should not discourage them. They should 
call a meeting of the directors, elect Jules 
Verne president, and push the business for 
all itis worth. Chicago schemes are gener- 
ally ‘‘in the air,’’ and she ought to make the 
most of this one. 


Let Congress Take Action. 

It is not at all surprising that Mr. Robert 
P. Porter and Secretary Noble should insist 
that thecensus which has just been com- 
pleted by the republican partisans should be 
forced onthe country; but their attitude 
with respect to the demands of the people 
of New York is sufficient proof that enum- 
eration in all parts of the country is a 
fraud anda farce. The letter of Secrétary 
Noble, in reply to Governor Hill, bordering, 
as it did, on blackguardism, was sufficient 
to demonstrate the fact that the census 
frauds in New York city were deliberately 
committed, and that they were the outgrowth 
of a systematic programme of fraud. 

There is no lack of proof that the census 
which has been taken under the auspices of 
Robert P. Porter is worthless. In the office 
of one republican newspaper, The Indian- 
apolis Journal, there are twenty composi- 
tors who were never seen by the enumerators. 
The Journal explains this by saying that 
many of the enumerators were incompetent. 
In this case, incompetency is a crime, but 
nothing better than incompetency and gross 
carelessness could be expected when the 
enumerators were deliberately selected from 
the republican roughs, touters and heelers, 
who make upin activity what they lack in 
honesty and intelligence. 

The case was not greatly different in the 
city of New York, where the carelessness in 
selecting enumerators was a part of the re- 
publican plan for depriving the democrats of 
that city of a congressman. Thieves, who 
were well known to the police, were chosen 
as enumerators. The result was that there 
are, in round numbers, 200,000 citizens of 
New York whose names do not appear in the 
census, That these incompetent and dis- 
honest enumerators did their work to the 
satisfaction of the partisan republicans who 
employed them, is shown by the fact that 
Superintendent Porter and Secretary Noble 
have obstinately refused to even consider 
the demands fora recount of the popula- 
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His personal magnetism ,was Won-, 


tion of New York city, although these de- 
mands are based on indisputable evidence. 

Now, here isa matter that demands the 
prompt attention of congress. It involves 
the most important questions that.can be 
brought before congress—namely, the con- 
stitutional rights of the citizen. Ona fair 
and unpartisan enumeration of the popula- 
tion by the government depends the consti- 
tutional rights of the citizen to representa- 
tion in congress, and the rights of the states 
to representation in the electoral college. If 
the republican congress, which is shortly to 
reassemble, fails to take some action in this 
matter, which involves the rights of the 
citizen, then the people will understand that 
they are the victims of an outrage deliber- 
ately planned and carried out. 


Professor Koch’s Cure. 

With becoming modesty Professor Koch 
declares that all the claims put forth in be- 
half of his recently invented cure for tuber- 
culosis are premature. He claims that the 
publication of the invention was forced by 
the eagerness of the public and the enthusi- 
asm of some of his friends and assistants. 
Ile would have preferred to go along quietly 
perfecting his experiments until he was abso- 
lutely sure of all the results. Professor 
Koch is a scientific man, and this would 
have been the scientific method. 

When the professor speaks, however, the 
modesty and caution of his language are in 
marked contrast not only to the claims that 
have been set up by enthusiasts who have 
had a glimpse of the results attained, but to 
the criticisms of physicians who cannot pos- 
sibly know anything about the cure or its 
effects, except what they have seen in the 
highly sensational telegraphic accounts that 
have been sent out from Berlin. 

In our opinion these criticisms and doubts, 
emanating from professional men, are de- 
cidedly more premature than the publica- 
tions that have been made in Germany and 
elsewhere. It is not every physician, to be 
sure, who can emulate the singular, not to 
say excessive, modesty of Dr. Koch, but 
certainly it would be a very graceful thing, 
under all the circumstances, for them to 
withhold their {judgment until the patient 
German professor had made his final and 
officia] statement. 

The necessity for this course will be very 
apparent, we think, within the course of a 
few weeks, for there seems to be no doubt, 
even after stripping away all the sensational 
features of the publications that have been 
made, that the German physician has hit’on 
a remedy which will prove to be of inesti- 
mable value to humanity.

Intimidating Voters. 

The National Democrat, discussing the re- 
sults of the late election, notes the fact that 
intimidation of democratic voters wasa spe- 
cial feature of it in Ohio and other states, 

The case cited by ourcontemporary is that 
of Russell & Co.,manufacturers in Massalin, 
O., who reduced the wages of twenty- 
three workmen one-third, after the election 
was over, because they voted against Mc- 
Kinley. 

It now appears that the democratic 
farmers of that section have resented the ac- 
tion of Russell & Co.,’by getting up a boy- 
cott. The petition is being generally signed, 
the signers pledging themselves not to oper- 
ate or employ any one operating a* Russell 
engine or thresher as long as the company is 
obdurate and refuses to pay its’ democratic 
employes the same wages as it pays its re- 
publican employes. 

The National Democrat declares that it is 
not in favor of boycotts, blacklists, or any 
other device for attaining revenge, but that 
‘ifthe boycott was ever warranted in the 
world, it is warranted by the infamous 
course of Russell & Co.”’ 

And the Ohio firm is being seriously af- 
fected by it, as it deals in agricultural imple- 
ments and is largely dependent on the farm- 
ers of the country. 

But this intimidation of voters was prac- 
ticed in other parts of the country—notably 
in Maryland, where one firm discharged 
every man who.voted the democratic ticket. 
It isa poor and mean revenge of repub- 
lican manufacturers, and boycott or no boy- 
cott, it will eventually cripple their business 
and arouse the spirit of the country against 
them. They cannot be revenged on the peo- 
ple, and it is the people they are fighting. 


Mosby on the Race Question. 
The San Francisco Argonaut, in a -recent 
issue, discussed the race question very fairly. 
The article, which is understood to have 
been inspired or written by Colonel John 8. 


Mosby, is as follows: 
We must do one thing or the other; ram negro 
equality before the law down the throats of the 
twelve millions of the Caucasian race of the 
south and make them even hostile and enemies, 
or we must let them settle the negro question. If 
let alone, are we to believe that, tried by the 
storms of adversity, and most of them turning 
utterly away from slavery and all that it meant as 
opposed to free labor—that this industrious, im-" 
proving, brave, and essentially American peopie 
are incapable of fairly governing eight millions of 
blacks? The whites are giving these people 
work, and food, and clothing; they are taxing 
themselves miHions of dollars yearly to educate 
them; they are doing nothing against them ex- 
cept protecting free white civilization against 
African ignorance. Upon which side will. the 
whites of the north stand? Which is the best for 
the nation—that the majority of the whites shall 
rule,@r a majority composed of whites and ne- 
roes? j 

- With malice towards none we must say we be- 
lieve in white rule. And we think the great re- 
publican party would do better to go to its former 
position and base thfs government upon white 
people primarily. If they do not pursue this 
course some day they will be compelled by the 
logic of their position to uphold by the armies of 
the nation bla: k rule over white people, ignorance 
and vice over intelligence and virtue. In this 
effort they will make as egregious a failure as did 
the slaveholders in forcing their negroés on white 
laborers. 

This plain statement of facts is so strongly 
and clearly put that it cannot fail to im- 
press the northern mind. Undoubtedly the 
republicans will have to make white su- 
premacy a plank in their platform, or they 
will, as Colonel Mosby suggests, be driven 
by the logic of their position to attempt by 
force to establish and maintain negro rule in 
certain localities.

The Annual Cotton Crop in the United States. 
From Harper’s Weekly. 

The yieid of cotton in the United States rose, in 
round numbers, gradually, but rapidly, from 40,- 
000,000 pounds in 1801 to 80,000,000 in 1811, and 
from 170,000,000 pounds in 1821 to 1,684,000 bales—of 
which 936,000 were exported to Great Britain—in 
the season of 1841-42; thence to 4,861,000 bales in 
"1859-60, of which Great Britain received 2,669,000. 
No accurate record of cotton movements was 
kept during the civil war. Liverpool reported the 
receipt of 72,000 bales from the United States in 
1862, 132,000 in 1863, 198,000 in 1864, 462,000 in 1865, 
1,163,000 in 1866, and the maximum of 2,886,000 
bales in the season of 1882-83. In tie season of 
1865-66 the crop was 2,278,000 bales, of which 
1,262,000 went to Great Britain; in that of 1889-90, 
according to Shepperson’s Cotton Facts, the crop 
in round numbers was 7,262,000 bales, with 
average net weight of 450 pounds per 
bale, or © 3,267.900,000 pounds. . The sta- 
tistical abstract of the United States for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1889, returns the yield 
at 6,935,082 bales, averaging 465 pounds per vale, 
or 3,437,408,499 pownds, with farm value of $292,- 
139,209, of which 1,456,407,552 pounds went to Eng- 
land, and 13,992,515 pounds to Scotland ;41,259 bales 
were sent to Mexico, and 1,884,741 to the continent 
of Europe ; 1,060,376,910 pounds, or 40.78 percent of 
the entire yield, were retained for home manu- 
facture and consumption ; 7,973,039 pounds of cot- 


ton were imported, principally from Egypt via 
England, to be manufactured into thread, laces, 


and other fabrics requiring long staple, by Clark |

His father was Dr. John Beck- 
with, an eminent physician; his mother, 
Margaret Stanly, daughter of John Wright 
Stanly, of Newbern, N.C. Dr. Beckwith was 
of Scotch descent and came to North Carolina 
from Poughkeepsie, N. Y. He wasa man of 
strong parts, and stood at the head of his pro- 
fession in the old North State. Mrs. Beck- 


with, his wife, was of one of the prominent 


families in the state. Her father, John 
Wright Stauly, was one of the 
most eminent men North Carolina ever 
produced; her brother was Governor Stanly, 
of North Carolina; and George E. Badger, 
one of the state’s most distinguished citizens, 
was her first cousin. The home of the Stanly 
family was Newbern; Dr. Beckwith lived at 
Raleigh and there, as stated, this son was 
born. 

When the boy, who was destined to becomo 
such a prominent figurein the church of his 
fathers, was twelve years old, the family 
moved to Petersburg, Va. There he received 
his early education, and from there he went 
to Trinity college at Hartford, Conn. Gradu- 
ating from that institution and from the di- 
Vinity school, the young minister went to 
Wadesboro, N. C., his first parish. 

tle next had a parish in Ann Arundel 
county, Maryland. It was while there that he 
married. His wife was Miss Elia Brocken- 
brough, the: daughter of John Fauntleroy 
Brockenbrough, whose wife was Miss 
Frances Carter. ‘There, in Ann Arundel! 
county,the first child of Bishop and Mrs. Beck- 
with was born. 

At the breaking out of the war, the young 
minister went to the front. He was chaplain 
on the staff of General Hardee and after- 
wards on the staff of Creneral 
Polk, bishop of Louisiana. Forashort time 
during the war, he had a parish at Demopolis, 
Ala. 

In the spring of 1865, Bisop Beckwith was 

made rector of Trinity church, New Orleans. 
For some months he could'get no clothes other 
than his gray confederate unitorm, and his early 
ministry in the new parish was carried on in 
the garb that had been consecrated to God’s 
service upon the field of battle. His new 
charge was one of great importance and re- 
sponsibility. ‘The church was one of 
the largest, if not the largest, in the 
city, and was the largest Episcopal church 
south of Baltimore. He was there three years 
and then was calied to the bishopric of the 
diocese of Georgia. 
" On April 2, 1868, Bishop Beckwith was 
consecrated as bishop of Georgia, the cere- 
mony being performed in St. John’s church, 
Savannah. He wasthe second bishop since 
the establishment of the diocese, succeeding 
Bishop Stephen Elliott, one of the grandest 
men the American church has produced. 
Fortunate, indeed, has been the diccese of 
Georgia in having two such grand men to di- 
rect its affaérs. 

During the first two years of his bish- 
opric, Bishop Beckwith made his home 
in Macon Then he moved to Savan- 
nah, residing there four years, and 
from there moved to Marietta, where ho lived 
until the fall of 1876, when he moved to At- 
lanta. Smecethen he has made his home at 
160 South Pryor street. There, on the 26th of 
April, 1877, his beloved wife departed this life; 
and it was there thas he breathed his last, early 
yesterday morning. 

Tiree children were born to Bishop and 
Mrs. Beckwith. Mr. J. F. Brock Beckwith, 
whose home isnow in Savannah, is the eldest ; 
Mrs. A. R. Lawton, Jr., of Savannah; who 
was Miss Daisy Beckwith; and Miss Bessie 
Beckwith. Miss Daisy married Mr. Lawton 
in 1882. Their two children—Alexander Rh. 
Lawton, dd, and John Beckwith Lawton— 
were the bishop’s only grandchildren. 
Mr. Brock Beckwith married in September, 
1889, Miss Gertrude Harwood, of Blooming- 
ton, Lil. Miss Bessie has devoted her life 
to her father. Since her mother’s death she 
has been his constant companion, and beauti- 
ful indeed has been that companionship. 

It was in the pulpit that Bishop Beckwith 
was preseminent. His busy life made it im- 
possible to do much writing outside of that de- 
manded by the work of his office, but sev- 
eral of his papers—notably those on ‘‘ Papal In- 
fallibility’’ and on ‘‘Liturgical Uniformity’’— 
are fameus in the Episcopai church and have 
added to the already established fame of their 
author. 

Of his oratorical abilities, anything that 
could be said here would be entirely inade- 
quate tothe subiect. He was probably the 
tinest pulpit orator in the Episcopal church, 
and certainly one of the finest 
in America. It was once said of him that 
“there was more religionina hymmnas read 
by him than a sermon of any other preacher.” 

His magnificent presence and grand voice 
combined to make hima most striking figure 
in the pulpit; and his sermons, showing as 
they always did,deep study and research, were 
powers forgood. Ifhe had any special line 
it was on what are known as evidences of 
Christianity —-in answering the  argu- 
ments of the so-called scientific thinkers. A 
large portion of his library was devoted 
to the works of Darwin, Huxley, Mill, 
Tindal and other leaders in that line 
of thoaght and he studied their arguments 
carefully that he might answer them the bet- 
ter. All of his argument was characterized by 
the utmost fairness to his opponents. He 
never attacked the tnen themselves, but con- 
finedl himsélf to their doctrinds. He always 
gaye them credit for honesty of conviction 
going ont of his way, at times, to give such 
credit. 

And that, too, was the rule of his life. 
Beloved he was by all who krew hii, and 
he \ a man to love. His personality 
Was most attractive—his nature sweet, lova- 
ble ; an@to a high degree he possessed that re- 
markable qualit known as personal magno- 
tigm. Greatly has the church in Georgia been 
be nefited by his work ; greatly will his absence 
be: felt. 


WARM, PERSONAL FRIENDS. 


Bour of These Speak Eloquenily of Their 
Friend. 

Bishop Beckwith’s special friends and 
favorite companions through life were bound 
to him by a thousand ties, and to them is the 
blow of his death most keenly felt. 

Speaking of the distinguished dead last 
night, Dr. It. S. Barrett, dean of St. Luke's 
cathedral, who wasa bosom friendof Bishop 
Beckwith, said: 

aye. massivo man ne Wwas—massive 
in view of his intellectual pow- 
ers, massive in the goodness of his heart, 
massive in the force of his unrivaled elo- 
quence, and supremely massive in his concep- 
tion of truth and in his devotion to right. 

“Since I first knew him four years ago, I 
have loved and honored the man. He was 
unquestionably the greatest orator I ever 
knew. When at his best, I have seen 
him hold an audience in his grip, 
completely at tho mercy of his 
mighty logic and charmed by the magic of 
his splendid eloquence. 
u‘‘He was a matchless gentloman—so elegant 
in his observauce of the customs of the oldest 
days, and so yenefous in all his works. 

“Bishop Beckwith knew perfectly well that 
he was going to die, evena week ago. Last 
Friday I went to see him, and he then asked 
metogo to the bank for him and bring 
to his bedside all of his valuable 
papers. Wheu I had laid them before him he 
asked me to help him to go through them all 
and put them in shape for his approaching 
death. He reviewed his will and put it aside 

as he found it. 


“Soveral days afterwards some friends had 


called to see him, and when one of them re- 
marked that he was glad to see him 
getting along .so well and expressed 
the expectation of seeing him fully restored in 
a few day, the bishop repeated a part of the 
burial service which closes with the sentence, 
‘In the midst of life we are in death.’”’ 
Rey. George M. Funsten. 

Rev. George M. Funsten, rector of St. 
Philip’s church, has been closely attached to 
Bishop Beckwith ever since he has been in 
Atlanta. 

‘Outside of our church relations,” said Mr. 
Funsten, “I regarded the bishop with pro- 
foundest fondness. Ihave only known him 
very intimately for the last two years, buteven 
in that time I grew to know him. almost in the 
light of a life-time acquaintance, and now, in 
the hour of his death, I feel that I have lost 
one to whom I was most nearly attached. 

“I was with Bishop Beckwith much of the 
time when he was inhis last sickness, and at 
his request I attendedjto a great deal of 
his private affars. He realized some time ago, 
that his death was probably drawing very near. 

‘In my association with him the most promi- 
nent feature of his character was _ his 
humble mindenness. I think he 
was _ not appreciated in this 
light as much as he deserved. He was a man 
of very great mind, and yet with all his intel- 
lectual powers, he always asked advice from 
his friends in every matter. and relied on it 
with a simple child-like trust. 

“T have heard him so often, when hesitating 
about some question in his mind, say, ‘Oh, I 
wish Harrison was here,’ referring to Colonel 
Z. D. Harrison, his legal advisor.”

Mi‘‘I have often been with him,” said he, ‘‘on }

the establishment of St. Luke’s cathedral.

Rev. Dr. J. W. Heidt, pastor of Trinity, 
has for years been a warm personal friend of 
the bishop’s. 

‘He was a princely man,” said Dr. Heidt 
yesterday, ‘‘broad in all his views; unflinch- 
ing in adherence to what he believed to be 
right. He wasa man of great dignity, of pro- 
found learning, and lofty ideals. His life was 
one of singular purity and of absolute, unselfish 
devotion to his high cabling. 

“The character of the man added dignity to 
the lofty position he held. 

“Over an audience of refined and cultivated 
people, I doubt if another man of his ehurch 
in the south could exert such power. 

' “His place, both as a bishop and as a private 
citizen, will be hard indeed to fill. His death 
is a loss to the Episcopal church, to this state 
and the south, and to the hundreds of people 
whose lives were made happier by having 
known him,’’ 
Rev. Dr. Strickler. 
‘Rev. Dr. Strickler, of the Central Presbyte- 
rian, said yesterday of the bishop: 

“I never met him but once, but judging the 
tree by its fruits, I can appreciate the great- 
ness and goodness of the man. 

“Oertainly no other man of his denomina- 
tion in America, washeld in higher esteem 
than Bishop Beckwith. 

‘‘His learning, his eloquence, his natural 
gifts made hima great man; but over and 
above that, his pure heart and the love he 
bore toward his fellowmen, made him indeed, 
a type of Christian manhood honored and es- 
teemed by all that knew him.”’

Dr. I. S. Hopkins, of the First’ Methodist, 
said last night of the bishop: 

*“‘He was a strong, good man. 

“Nochurchman inthe south was held in 
higher ésteem by his own and other denomi- 
nations. His natural gifts were of the highest 
order; and these were made the more power- 
ful for good by his education and culture. 

“He never lost sight of the inner meaning 
of his religion. He lived it infhis every-day 
life; and the beautiful symmetry of his char- 
acter fitted him for the position he held.

Mr. Paul Romare, treasurer of Bishop Beck- 
with’s diocese, has for a long time been 
associated with him in business relations as 
well as in matters generally in the church. 

‘fie was one of the most systematic men in 
business I ever knew,’ said Mr, Romare last 
niglit. ‘‘He always had an eye for 
expense of money in a direction that. would 
secure something for the poor and needy. 
Through my knowledge of himinthis way I 
grew to love him as well as to admire him.”

THE OPERA THIS WEEK 


ATLANTA, 


Conried’s Company in “The Gypsy 
Baron” and “The King’s Fool”’— 
An Excellent Company. 


Mr. 


“The Gypsy Baron,” which Conried's Comic 
Opera Company will present at the opera house 
tonight, is described as the most ambitious work 
of Johann Strauss, the waltz king, who is the 
author of the celebrated “Blue Danube” and many 
otheb musical compositions. The ablest critics 
agree that this opera occupies a much higher 
plane than any of his other operas, and it haa 
therefore become known as his masterpiece. 

There is no attraction on the lyric stage that is 
more popular with lovers of opera or atmong 
theater-goers generally. The opera does not con- 
sist of a succession of waltzes, but is thoroughly 
operatic in its construction and includes many 
instrumental effects that have won the most en- 
thusiastic praise. : 

The libretto is based on a charming novel- 
ette by the renowned Hungarian author, 
Marius Jokay and adopted by Julius Scritzer. 
The story deals with the experiences of a politi- 
cal exile aud his gypsy bride, and is full of 
romance and picturesque coloring. The first act 
takes place in a gypsy encampment, and the sec- 
oad is a ruined castle, and the third in one of the 
suburbs of Vienna. ‘They are all brilliant pict- 
ures and highly creditable to stage-craft. 

“The Gipsy Baron,”’ it may be interesting to 
relate, was originally written as a grand opera, 
and arrangements were nadefor its production 
atthe Court theater, Vienna. But just at a crit- 
ical moment a barrier arose in the shape of 
Strauss’s domestic trouble, a divoice—which, by 
the way, is a more serious thing in 
Vienra than it is in Chicago—and the 
work was debarrei.
